Put two to three pounds of well-rotted or dry cow manure 
in each hole and mix well with 1% Ib. of Rose Food. Then pour in a 
liberal supply of water. Soak roots in Rosetone. Set bush and press soil 
tightly around the roots, leaving no air spaces, Roses need plenty of 
water and should be fertilized every six to eight weeks until late summer 
with Loma or Rose Food, using about 1% Ib. per plant. Spray or dust 
thoroughly with Pomogreen with Nicotine, Tri-ogen, or Du Pont Floral 
Dust (see pages 63 and 64) at least once each week or two, as soon as 
disease or insects appear.
